‘Thousands of Men Are Fighting 
for a Shorter Day, 


'Swelve Thousand Ordered Out at 
Pittsburg Alone—Demands Are 
Made on the Steel Trust 
for an Increase of 
Wages. 


Pittsburg, May 1.—Nine organized build- 
ings trades in the Pittsburg district start- 
ed the oonflict this morning for 
higher wages. Many of the employers 
agreed to the demands during the day and 
at its close there was every indication 
that the struggle will be of short duration, 
Of the 12,000 men who were orderai out 
thig morning, probably not more than 6,000 
will be idle tomorrow. . 

Much of the building operations of the 
city. were forced to suspend during the 
day and the strikers’ committee and em- 
ployers were negotiating settlements. 

The National Association of Blast Fur- 
nace Workers and Smelters of America 
has sent copies of a’ new demand to the 
United States Steel Corporation, the Re- 
public Iron and Steel Company and the 
Bessemer Association and the independent 
furnaces. The workers demand that on 
and after June 1 eight hours shall con- 
stitute a day’s work at the same rate of 
pay now received for twelve hours, and 
that all ten-hour men shall be reduced to 
aine hours at the present rate of pay. 

The men are now working twelve-hour 
turns. ‘“‘Turn men” receive $2 per twelve 
‘ hours, engineers and keepers $2.50 and la- 
borers $1.60 for ten hours, 


Strikes in Massachusetts. 

Boston, May 1.—Strikes occurred today 
at a number of places in New England, 
attended, however, with no disturbances. 
Some 500 granite cutters on Cape Ann left 
work because a demand regarding wages 
and hours was not complied with, and at 
Barre, Vt., and one or two other places 
a small number of granite workers struck, 

Strikes in the building trades occurred 
in several Connécticut cittes and at a 
number of points in other states. “About 
1,000 teamsters are idle in Providence be- 
cause their employers refused to grant 
@n advance in wages. 

The strikes of the American Woolen 
Company’s weavers is extending and to- 
day some 20,000 operatives are affected. 
At Bridgeport, Conn., 220.»scarpenters, 

lumbers and hod carriers quit and at 

artford about 350 carpenters and joiners 
stopped work. 
Demands Are Refnsed. 

Lowell, Mass., May 1.—The treasurers 
of the seven corporations here, against 
which a strike of about 20,000 textile op- 
eratives was threatened some weeks ago, 
have notified the citizens’ committee in 
a joint note that the cotton business is 
not as good now as at the time the last 
conference was held, and that an ad- 
Vance in wages is impossible. The cit- 
ize¢ns’ committee averted the = strike. 
promising the Oneratives that it woul’ 
do its best to secure an advnce in wages. 
It had asked for a conference with the 
mill treasurer, but the joigt note declined 
as useless under the conditions. 

Two Thousand Out. 


Youngstown, Ohio, May 1.—Two thou- 
gand men employed in the building trades 
went on a strike today for an eight-hour 
day and increase of wages, alt efforts to 
settle their differences with the contract- 
ors proving unavailing. 


SHAFFER IS AGAIN PRESIDENT. 


He Is Reelected by the Association of 
. Iron Workers. 

Wheeling, W. Va., May 1.—Theodore 
Shaffer was today reelected president of 
the Amalgamated association by a vote 
of 148 to 5 for Thomas Williams, of 
Zanesville, Ohio. When the result was 
@nnounced the executive received a great 
ovation. It is his fourth term. 

Secretary John Williams and Editor 
Ben I. Davis, of The Amalgamted Jour- 
nal, were reelected to their respective po- 
sitions without opposition. M. F. Tighe 
Was reelected assistant. secretary by a 
handsome majority. 

-The best feeling seemed to  preva!! 
ginong the delegates and the anti-Shaffer 
efowd was just as warm in their congrat- 
ulations of President Shaffer as were his 
most radical adherents. 

One of the most interesting items of 
business transacted was the increase in 
salaries of 20 per cent given the president, 
secretary, editor of The Journal and as- 
sistant secretary.

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NEW CITY LIMITS 
AGREED UPON 


Subcommittee of Revision 
Committee Met Yesterday 
Morning. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE REPORT 
WAS ADOPTED UNANIMOUSLY 


The City Limits Will Be Fixed as 
Outlined in the Map Printed in 
The Constitution Yesterday, 
if the Report Is Finally 
Accepted. 


The subcommittee of the charter re- 
vision committee on’ city extension has 
made up its report. It has decided unap- 
imously upon the new city Iimits, and 
will so report to a special meeting of. the 
general committee to be called for a 
meeting next Tuesday afternoon. 

The report of the special committee, as 
published in The Constitution, has 
been adopted by the subcommittee, and 
will be reported to the general committee 
as the unanimous report of the sub- 
committee. 

The new lines outlined in the map 
printed in Thursday’s Constitution were 
scarcely changed at all. The only change 
made was on the south side, where the 
line was lengthened so as to extend the 
present city line out unti] it touched the 
line of Oakland city: This will have the 
effect of taking in considerable property 
in West End. The belt railroad on the 
south side of the city was not 
made ithe limits,” but the old 
line was used up to a point where Capitol 
avenue intersects. From that point it was 
extended out so as to take in the settle- 
ment known as Pittsburg. Virtually the 
new limits will be exactly as prescribed 
in the map printed in The Constitution 
of yesterday morning. At least that will 
be the report of the subcommittee to the 
general charter revision committee. 

A Full Attendance. 

The committee met yesterday morning 
at 10 o'clock, -and was attended by the 
following members: W. 8. Thomson, Joel 


‘Hurt, Fulton Colville, C. A. Barrett, J. 


R. Smith, A. Q. Adams, W. M. Terry, 
City Engineer Clayton and Walter Coop- 
er. After some _ discussion, the re- 


port was greeed to, and a resolution was 
passed asking the charter committee to 
meet next Tuesday morning and consider 
the report of the subcommittee. The 
matter of fixing the new ward lines will 
not be taken up until the generai com- 
mittee. has adopted or rejected the report 
of the subcommittee. That the report 
of the subcommittee will be adopted there 
is little doubt. The new lines have been 
carefully gone over, and the limits as 
prescribed by them undoubtedly take in 
all of the populated territory. 

The general committee is strongly in 
favor of extension, and it ts a foregone 
conclusion that they will adopt the report 
of the subcommittee as outlined in the 
above account. 

After the report of the subcommittee 
setting the Hmits of the city has been 
adopted, that committee will take up the 
matter of fixing the ward lines. Under 
the new limits it fs thought that there 
will have to be at least twenty wards 
for the city, but this is to all be arranged 
after the full charter commiftee has set 
the new limits lines. 

The subcommittee yesterday morning 
decided to leave the division of the wards 
until their report had been acted on. Ags 
soon as the limits are set by the general 
committee, the city -will be divided into 
wards, and Greater Atlanta will be a 
fact. 


BATTLE WITH DESPERADOES. 


One Outlaw Dead, Another at Large; 
Though Handcuffed. 
Davenport, Wash., May 1.—Particulars 
of a desperate battle between officers 
of the law and desperadoes, which oc- 
curred Sunday last at Almira, west of 
here, have just been received. As a re- 
sult of the fight ‘“‘Billy Gibbons,”’ one\ of 
the desperadoes, Hes dead and his part- 
ner, named Wild, is at large, though 

handcuffed. 

About two weeks ago Gibbons and 
Wild rounded up a band of horses to 
ship to Wyoming. Deputy Sheriff Nichoil, 
of Okanoganio, pursued them and Wild 
was captured in a hotel at Almira andl 
turned over to @ group of men in the 
hotel. Gibbons was located in a saloon, 
and in a fight that followed Nicholl shot 
him in the side, arm and hip, but he 
managed to reach his horse, 

For 11 miles Nicholl pursued him, the 
men exchanging shots continually. When 
Gibbons’ ammunition was gone he threw 
his gun down and surrendered. He was 
brought to Almira and died at midnight 
in the presence of his father and mother. 

Meanwhile Wild fought his way out of 
the hotel office and disappeared. 

Gibbons was a fugitive and has served 
time for cattle stealing.

wh Lovis Exposition Will Not 
Open Till 1904,- 


President Francis Says That for 
Many Months the Fair Has 
Virtually Been Postponed. 
Believed That Congress 
Will Act Favorably. 


St. Louis, May 1.—A statement. given 
out this evening by President David R. 
Francis, of the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position Company,, says in part: 

“For many.’ months’ the St. Louis 
world’s fair has virtually been postponed 
for one year. A decided majority of the 
directors prefer 1904. 

“The repeated request of both domestic 
and foreign exhibitors for postponement; 
advices from foreign governments to 
the effect that they had not sufficient 
time in which to make preparation for 
a representative exhibit in 1903; the 
statement of Governor Taft that the 
Philippines would not be able to install 
their exhibits in a creditable manner if 
the expostion should not be postponed 
to 1904; the expressed fear of the gov- 
ernment architect that he could not 
procure material for .a government 
building by 1903, and the fact that the 
general public for months past consid- 
ered postponement a foregone conclu- 
sion, were some of the reasons that 
moved the executive committee to au- 
thorize me to inform the national com- 
mission that any action of congress 
changing the- time of the exposition 
from 1903 to 194 would be acceptable. 
The telegram from President Carter, of 
the national commission, was received 
at 3:30 this afternoon. 

“Senator Cockrell wired us this after- 
noon that the sundry civil bill would 
pass the senate on Saturday and if a 
change of date wag to be incorporated 
therein congress should be immediately 
advised of the wishes of the local cor- 
poration. There was not sufficient time 
in which to call a meeting of the board 
of directors to take action on the sub- 
ject, conséquently the executive com- 
mittee authorizes me to express their 
wishes to the effect that a postpone- 
ment should be ofdained by congress. 

“After receipt of Mr. Carter’s tele- 
gram I framed a reply, setting forth the 
conclusion of the executive committee, 
but before spending the message made 
an effort to get the views of every .di- 


‘rector in the city; -tp-to this hour over 


fifty of them have been consulted. and 
without an exeception every one favor- 
ed a, postponement. I have therefore 
replied to President Carter, of the na&a- 
tional commission, to that effect and 
have asked that our conclusions be sub- 
mitted to congress and to the president. 
I think there is no doubt as to the ac- 
tion congress will take and that it will 
be in favor of postponement.”’ 


DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA BILL. 


It’s Before House, but Members Speak 
on Other Subjects. 

Washington, May 1.—The house gave 
most of the day to the District of Colum- 
bia appropriation bill, which was not com- 
pleted. Under the latitude of general de- 
bate several speeches were made on gen- 
eral subjects, one by Mr. Shattuc, of Ohio, 
on industrial conditions, and another by 
Mr. Gaines, of Tennessee, in criticism of 
agonditions in the Philippines. 

The Burleson resolution calling upon the 
war department for coples of all orders to 
tHe commanding officers in the Philip- 
pines pearing upon the operations In 
Samar ander General Jacob H. Smith was 
agopted. 

Bills were passed for the removal of the 
port of entry in the Albemarle, N. C., col- 
lection district from Edenton to Elizabeth 
City; to authorize the United States and 
West Indian Steamship Company to con- 
struct a bridge across the Manatee river, 
Florida.

Kansas City, May 1.—E. C..Crow, at- 
torney general of Missouri, and his as- 
sistant, S. B. Jeffries, arrived in the city 
from Jefferson City to get evidence to 
prove that there is a packing house trust. 
Later he said: 

“There is a beef trust operating in 
Missouri, and we can crush it by law: 
but the retail butchers fear the power 
of the packers, and for that reason it is 
very difficult for me to get the eVidence.” 

Mr. Jeffries believed -that a butchers’ 
union exists here similar to the organiza- 
tion of the retail bufchers in St. Louis, 
but he coul@ find no evidence of such an 
organization. After much effort, A. R. 
Jeffries persuaded a number of retail 
butchers to meet him. The conference 
was held behind closed doors, and all 
the butchers asked Mr. Jeffries to refuse 
to make public their names. 

After the conference, Mr, Jeffries said: 


BUTCHERS AFRAID TO TESTIFY ' 
ABOUT METHODS OF BEEF TRUST 


“Tt could not get satisfactory replies 
from the butchers. After we talked a 
few minutés, al] the butchers who were 
at the conference asked to be excused 
from testifying against the packers. I 
will have some Kansas City butchers in 
Jefferson City when the case comes up 
Tuesday, but I will be compelled to ask 
the supreme court to order them to ap- 
pear. The packers’ combine seems to be 
more powerful in Kansas City than in St. 
Louis or St. Joseph. There is no butch- 
ers’ union here, and I have reason to 
believe the packers have prevented the 
retail butchers from organizing.” 


People Not Eating Beef. 
Chicago. May 1.—That the consumption 
of beef has fallen off 371-2 per cent since 
the agitation against the packers began 
was admitted by leading packers seen 
by a reporter today. The percentage

BUTTONS TOLD THE STORY 


Years Ago Friends Searched for Their 
‘Bodies, but Could Not Find 
Them—Piece of Shell Im- 
bedded in the Thigh 
of One. 


Martinsburg, W. Va., May 1—(Special.) 
Yesterday workmen repairing the canal 
near Antietam battle field, on the Mary- 
land side, unearthed the remains of two 
confederates. 

The skeleton# were clothed in but a part 
uniform, which was 
tolerably well preserved. The buttons 
toki that they were Georgians. 

Two dirk knives, much rusted, were 
found. Imbedded in the thigh bone of 
one was one-third of a shell, which evi- 
dently caused his death. Around the 
ankle bones of one was a blue silk tie. 

A score’ of years ag80 a party was here 
from Georgia looking for the remains of 
two soldiers. They dug near that local- 
ity, but failed to find the dead and left 
without leaving their names. The re- 
mains were interred in Elmwood ceme- 


tery.

Havemeyer Appears Before Senate 
Committee to Answer Questions 
About the Trust and Cuba. | 


Washington, May 1.—The inquiry into 
the present holding of Cuban sugar and 
Cuban sugar lands, ordered by the sen- 
ate, was begun today by the subcom- 
mittee on Cuban relations. President 
Henry O. Havemeyer, of the American 
Sugar Refining Company, was the first 
witness, ahd all of the members of the 
subcommittee, Messrs Platt of Connec- 
ticut, Burnham and Teller, were in at- 
tendance. Senator Patterson also was 
.present. Others present with Mr. Have- 
meyer were Arthur Donner, ‘treasurer 
of the company, and Henry C. Mott, 
its raw sugar buyer. All of them were 
sworn. 7 t 

“Will you,’’ Senator Platt asked, ‘‘tell 
the committee how much Cuban sugar, 
if any, has been purchased and is now 
held by your company?” 

“Since early in February last we have 
purchased 60,000 tons, or 256,000 bags, or 
about ten days’ supply,”’ - replied the 
witness. “Of that quantity 26,000 tons 
now is in process of shipment from 
Cuba.’’ 

The pric paid, he said, had ranged 
from 1.75 to 1.93, the highest price being 
paid on March 13, and the. lowest on 
April 22. 

“Where do you buy your raw sugar?” 

“All over the world, wherever sugar 
is grown.”’ 

“Does the 50,000 tons you mention rep- 
resent your entire purchases in Cuba 
since the first of January?’ 

Options on Cuban Sugar. 

“No. We have bought all told 93,000 
tons of Cuban sugars during the pres- 
ent year, or. about three-fourths of a 
month’s supply, our consumption being 
about 35,000 tons. per week.” 

“Do you control any sugar in 
other than that purchased?’ 

“None whatever, in any manner.” 

“Have you taken any options on Cu- 
ban sugars?’ 

“I have not.’’ 

‘“‘Have you made any advance on any 
Cuban sugar?’ 


“None whatever.”’ 

“So that you wish to be understood 
as saying that the amount you have 
mentioned as having purchased repre- 
sents your entire interest in Cuban 
sugar ”’ 

“That is the statement I make.’’ 

Mr. Havemeyer said the entire Cuban 


Cuba 


much of it has been withheld from the 
market in view of possible tariff con- 
cessions to be made by congress. On 
this account his purchases had been only 
about one-third of the average of other 
years. 

Speaking of the capacity of his com- 
pany, he said that it refined 65-per cent 
of. the American refined product. 

He added that the percentage of this 
company’s product compared to the en- 
tire sugar consumption of -the United 
States was about 50 per cent. 
his company produced 1,200;000 tons: of 
the refined sugar, while the’ consymp- 
tion was 2,400,000 tons. 

In reply to other questions he said 
that thé price of raw sugar in the 
United States is fixed by the beet mar- 
ket prices in Hamburg. The price there 
fixes the Selling price for the entire 
world, said Mr. Havemeyer. 

Trust and Prices. 

On the subject of the price of Cuban 
Sugar he said that his company could 
not determine their price. 

“We have,” he said, ‘‘no control over 
them whatever; they do not belong to 
Rs 

“Cuba has to sell 
market, hasn’t she?” . 

“No, that is not true. She can self

“Suppose the United Stafts should 
make a concession of, say, 20 or 2% per 
cent in the tariff rates on Cuban sugar, 
couldn’t you refuse to buy the Cuban 
product except at your own rates, and 
thus secure the benefit of the concession?’ 

“In no way," was the reply. “Cuba 
would be under no obligations to sell to 
us, because, as I have said, the Cuban 
producers could find other markets.” 

“All me Oty has been taken off of 
Porto Ric sugar. Do you get that 
sugar any cheaper on that account?” 

“Not at all.” 

“How about the Hawaiian product?” 

‘“‘We are under contract for the entire 
350,000 tons produced in Hawaii. There is 
no tariff on that product, Dut the price is 
not affected by that circumstance.” 

“It has been stated repeatedly that in 
case the suggested concession is 
the sugar trust will be in a position to 
oblige producers to make such reductions 
that you will secure the entire benefit of 
the legislation. Is that true?” 


Havemeyer’s Cuban Holdings. 

“We could not ‘oblige’ any reduction. 
In case of a concession to Cuban sugar, 
the price might be lowered, say one- 
sixteenth of a cent a pound, but that 
would be nothing as compared with the 
reduction in the tariff rate, which would 
amount to about one-third of a cent a 
pound. Even so great a reduction as l 
have mentioned would depend on the 
necessity for marketing, and if there 


should be any pressure on that account, | 


the necessity would be that of the pro- 
ducers, and would not be onrs.” 

In reply to another series of questions, 
Mr. Havemeyer said that his company, 
as such, holds no sugar lands in Cuba, 
but he added that he himself made some 
purchases there, but that he did not con- 
sider it legitimate to compel him to reply 
to questions pertaining to these interests. 

Five or six years ago he had acquired 
a half interest in a sugar plantation at 
Tanamo Bay, but that when the owners 
had prepared to utilize. the land their 
own improvements had been obliterated 
by the insurgents, and that nothing has 
Since been done with it. Other interests 
of the character held by him in Cuba 
were enumerated as follows: 

Forty per cent of the stock of a plant 
called the Trinidad, which has no land 
connected with it, but which produces 
about 8,000 tons annually; 20 per cent of a 
Sugar factory at Chappawa; a slight in- 
terest in another factory, whose name 
he could not recall; an interest in a 
plantation at Santa Cruz, in connection 
with a Mr. Welch, a Hawaiian pla:ter, 
which produces from eight to ten thou- 
sand tons of sugar per year. All these 
interests had been acquired, he said, be- 
fore there had been any agitation of the 
question of a reduction of the tariff 
rates. He added that he knew nothing 
about Cuban sugar land holdings by 
ether Americans. 


Teller After Havemeyer. 

Here Senator’ Platt concluded his ques- 
tioning, and Senator Teller took the’ wit- 
ness, bringing out in. the beginning the 
fact that the capital of the trust had been 
increased in recent years from $75,000,000 
to $90,000,000. : 

“Are you aware,” asked Mr. Teller, 
“that at the time your company made 
this increase of $15,000,000 the newspapers 
stated that the increase had been made 
for.the purpose of purchasing sugar 
lands in Cuba?” 

The witness replied that he did not re- 
cali the fact. 

“What, then,’”’ asked the senator, ‘‘was

He said he had not advanced any money 
to the sugar planters, but he supposed 
that some advances had been made to

“We are still .tryirig to buy, but we 
have not succeeded in making any pur- 
chases since April 26, when the sugar 
was withdrawn from ‘the market on ac- 
count of improved chances of securing 
the American concessjon.” 

Fluctuations in Cuban Sugar. 

‘How do you account for the fluctu- 
ations in the price of Cuban sugar, which 
you have mentioned as having occurred 
within the past few months?” 

“They are due’to the changes in the 
beet sugar market in Hamburg. There 
has been a constantly dropping market 
there. on account of the increased beet 
product, which has amounted to about 
a million tons in the past year.” 

“Then you regard the beet sugar pro- 
ducers as competitors'of yours?’ * . 

“? certainly do. There is whet you 
might call a commercial rivalry.”’ , 

“Last summer you fixed the price of 
refined sugar at points in the Missouri 
valley very low, did you not?’ 

‘Yes, we did; we put it at 3.102 cents 
per pound, whereas the price before had 
been 41-2 cents, and the price in Atlan- 
tic coast points was still maintained at 
the higher figure.” . 

“How long did you keep the price 
down ?’’ *. 

“Until we recevered our trade. The 
beet sugar makers ‘undertook to cOntrol 
the market by contracts with dealers 
which I considered in restraint of trade. 
Consequently we reduced the price until 
our trade was restored to us, keeping it 
down to the lowest point for about two 
weeks.” 

In response to further questions, Mr. 
Havemeyer said there had been a fluc- 
tuation of prices at Missouri river points 
for about six months, but tha® when the 
trade was entirely restored to the trust 
prices had been restored to their normal 
status, which ig the New. York price, 
with freight rates added. 

“Under these conditions,” asked Mr. 
Teller, “where are the beet sugar men 
to sell their product?” 

“T don't know. That is their business, 
and they won’t tell me, because they 
know that if they did I would get at 
them again. I do not propose that they 
shall control the trade, and itis all that 
I can do to take care of the American 
company’s interests.”’ 

At War with Beet Sugar. 

Mr. Havemeyer declared, however, that 
J} he had had no intention of driving the 
beet sugar industry out of the country, 
but said that he.gad put down the price 
to less than cost in erder to secure his 
share of trade. “For that purpose,’’ he 
said, “I will go es far as my djrectors 
will allow me, as long as there is any 
money in our treasury.” 

Further explaining his position, he said 
that the beet sugar producers had e«n- 
tered into a eantract with dealers giving

was what he had objected -to, because 
after the beet sugar.men had sold their 
entire crop the brands of the trust would 
be comparatively unknown, and they 
would be at a great disadvantage. 

Senator Teller wtebtiéned the witness 
as to statements that his company con- 
trolled the price @f%faw sugar. Mr. Have- 
meyer said: 9 usd? 

“It goes without seying that a company 
which produces: 65 per cent of the refined 
sugar renders it impossible for any com- 
petitor’ to secure a higher price for its 
product than it gets. 

“Ts it not a fact that the United States 
affords the only market that Cuba has 
ever had?” 

“No. The United States is not the only 
market for Cuban sugar, but, *wing to 
its geographical position, this country 
is the principal market for it, but years 
ago Cuba made large exportations to 
England. Now the freight rate is in 
favor of the United States and against 
England.” 

At this point Mr. Havemeyer was ex- 
cused until Monday, and the committee 
adjourr€éd ‘until tomorrow, when Messrs.

New Jersey Man Named as Consul 
General to Ecuador. 


GEORGIAN IS TOO AMERICAN 


State Department Objected to DeLoe- 
on’s Efforts in Behalf of United 
States Citizens. 


Washington, May  1.—(Special.)—The 
president today sent to the senate the 
name of Thomas Nast, of New Jersey, to 
succeed Perry M. DeLeon, of Georgia, as 
United States consul general at Guayquil, 
Ecuador. This was accompanied by the 
announcement ‘at the state department 


that Mr. DeLeon had “resigned.’’ The 
rchange came as a surprise because of the 


department that Mr. DeLeon was simply 
coming home on leave. He‘is in New York 
and has not had an opportunity of fully 
stating his sid¢ of the:troubles'in Ecuador 
which have led to his -reeals. - 

It is understood, however, that the re- 
call was at the instance af the-Eeuadorian 
government, with which Mr. DeLeon had 
become persona non grata because of his 
action in behalf ef .Central American 
citizens who, he believed, were being im- 
posed upon by the officials of the local 
government. It seems to be, nothing else 
than a case of being made to suffer for 
his strenuous Americanism. The fact that

FILIPINOS WERE FOOLED, 
ACCORDING TO MACARTHUR 


General Says That Aguinaldo and 
His People Were VJustified in 
Concluding That Americans 
Were Sympathetic. 


Washington, May 1.—Major 
MacArthur today continued his testi- 
mony before the senate committee on 
the Philippines. Answering a question 
by Senator Culberson, the general stated 
that Aguinaldo and the Filipino people 
were justified in concluding that the 
actions Of the United States army were 
sympathetic. The Filipinos, he said, 
were in a resentful and vindictive oppo- 
sition to Spain and any active force on 
their part against Spain naturally helped 
the United States and vice versa, but 
he said there was a distinct purpose 
through the intercourse between Ameri- 
cans and Filipinos to repudiate the idea 
of direct cooperation which any way 
committed the United States to a policy. 
General Merritt, he said, was under the 
strictest orders not to commit.the g0ov- 
ernment, but Aguinaldo was anxious to 
make an artificial record, which would 
oblige General Merritt to do something 
he did not want to do. 

Understand Latin Diplomacy. 

“The Filipino,” said General MacAr 
thur, “has quite a comprehensive knowl- 
edge of Latin diplomacy.” 

Aguinaldo was?’ landed at Manila 
aboard an American war ship, because 
he was a useful individual, who could 
be employed in a manner that would 
contribute to American succesé. 

He described the assistance rendered 
by the Filipinos to the United States 
army when it first landed at Manila and 
said that on account of the diverting 
the fire of the Spaniards the resistance 
to the United States forces was some- 
what lessened. 

General MacArthur spoke of the char- 
acter of papers from high Filipino offi- 
cers in which information was con- 
tained that if President McKinley should 
be reelected the insurgents would. sur- 
render to the authorities of the United 
States. His proclamation, issued shortly 
after giving a correct interpretation of 
the laws of war, he said, had the effect 
of mitigating the atrocities by the Fill- 
pinos, which had become so common, and 
of convincing thousands that their loy- 
alty to the United States would be pro- 
tected.

Rebellion Against Spain. 
General MacArthur expressed the opin- 
ion that the rebellion against Spain did 
not have independence for its object. 

“The Filipinos simply wanted the same 
rights that Spaniards hyd at home,” 
said the witness, “but the insurrection 
against the United States ‘became a de- 
mand for independence so far as the 
leadets coulé get it in that form.’ 

Before leaving Manila General MacAr- 
thur said he had a conversation with 
Aguinaldo, who told him that he had 
been misinformed as to the character of 
the Americgin people and the purposes 
of the American government. Aguinaldo 
also had told him it would be impossible 
at this stage of their evolution for his 
own people to: establifh a stable, inde- 
pendent government. The statement was 
voluntary, he said, and caused him to 
revise his views about Aguinaldo, and 
after he got to know him he attached 
considerable weight to what he said. 
Responding to a question by Senator 
Rawlins, he said Aguinaldo wag at the 
time of the conversation a “qualified 
prisoner,’’ but that there was no coercion 
or duress resorted to to exact the state- 
ment. : 

They Ask for Gardener. 

The committee in secret session at this 
point considered the question whether 
steps should be taken to secure the it- 
tendance of Major Gardener in advance 
of the arrival of that officer’s regiment.

PUBLIC DEBT STATEMENT. 


Decrease Is Shown as Compared with 
April 1. 

Washington, May 1.—The public debt at 
the close of business April 30, 1902, less 
cash in the treasury was $993,115,976; which 
is a decrease as compared with April 1, 
1902, of $4,616,356. The -cash balance on 
hand is $334,739,983. Government receipts 
during the month of April, 192, were 
$45,215,390, a decrease as compared with 
April, 1901, of $2,552,000. The expenditures 
for the month aggregated $40,799,263, which 
leaves a surplus for the month of $4,316,000. 

For the last ten months the total re- 
ceipts were $464,218,269 and the expendi- 
tures $398,624,999, leaving a surplus for 
that period of $65,593,270. At the close of 
business April 30, 1902, the total circulation 
of national bank notes wA&s $356,987,399, an 
increase for the year of $6,223,142, and a 
decrease for the month of $489,008. 

During April, 1902> the coinége at the 
mints amounted to $7,131,898, as follows: 

Gold, $3,480,315; silver, $3,388,273; minor 
coins, $263,309.

HIS BROTHER FOUND GUANO 


Peru Had Offered a Reward of $15,- 
000,000, and Landreau Claims

Waghington, May 1.—Aftorneys for John 
Celestin Lamireau have filed with the 
secretary of estate a petition against the 
government of Peru claiming a one-half 
interest in the reward amounting to $15,- 
000,000 promised by that government to 
his brother, J. Theophile Landreau, the 
original discoverer of valuable deposits 
of guano upon its sea coast and littoral 
islands“in 1865. 

The Peruvian government obligated {- 
seltf by contract with the brot®ers to pay 
an amount equal to 6 per cent of the 
value of the guano discoveries 80 made, 
not, however, to operate uwpon more than 
the first 5,000,000 tons.

RUSSIA IS SCOURGED 


Peasants Are in Open Rebellion and Are Seizing the 
Palaces of the Nobles--Troops Refuse To 
Act Against Peasants. | 


St. Petersburg, May 1.—The seriousness 
of the situation in south Russia is ap- 
parent from the fact that Dragomiroff, 
g°Overnor general of Kieff; Pocaroiff, vice 
director of the department of police, and 
other officials have joined Von Plehwe, 
the minister of the interior at Kharkoff. 

The Voronej sugar refineries have 
especially suffered from the outbreak, 
during which the duke of Oldenbourg’s 
estaté was dismantled. 

It now develops that the agitators, who 
are chiefly responsible for the spread of 
the revolutionary movement among the 
hungry peasants, used a curious political 


Canard to bring the former serfs and the 


land owners into collision. A rumor was 
industriously circulated that the czar had 
ordered the lands of the nobles to be di- 
vided among the emancipated serfs. The 
peasants thereupon formed committees 
under the commune Officials, which wait- 
ed on the land owners and ordered them 
to vacate the land withheld from the 
peasants, chose the crown agents and 
proceeded to distribute the land and 
movables, leaving the nobles from 15 to 20 


acres each. The proceedings, which were 
orderly, were conducted with the utmost 
gravity until the authorities interfered. 
Thereafter there was riot, arson and dev- 
astation. 

In military circles it is believed that the 
army maneuvers which have been planned 
to take place in the Oral and Koursk 
cannot occur, owing to the disturbed state 
of those governments. 

Duke Alexander of Oldenbourg’s cele- 
brated chateau of Romone, in the govern- 
ment of Voronej, southern Russia, has 
been burned by revolting peasants, who 
practically ruined the estate. The duke is 
the father in law of the czar’s sister, 
Olga, who married his son, Duke Peter, 
last year. 

Copenhagen, May 1.—A dispatch to The 
Politiken, of this city, from Russia (filed 
on the German frontier) announces Ahat 
the labor population of the whole district 
between Moscow and Vladimir, central 
Russia, is in revolt. There have been 
numerous encounters between the work- 
men and the troops and many persons 
have, been killed or wounded. A Uhlan 
regiment, commanded by Colone] Moro- 
seff, refused to act against the workmen. 


HUNDREDS OF CORPSES LEFT — 
IN THE WAKE OF A TORNADO 


Calcutta, May 1.—A tornado has de- 
vastated the city of Dacca and adjoining 
towns. Four hundred and sixteen per- 
eons were killed. Crops are ruined 
throughout the district. 

Dacca, a city in Bengal, has a famous 
place in the history of British India, It 
is situated 150 miies northeast of Cal- 
eutta. In the seventeenth century it 
was the capital of Bengal. In 1800 it had 
@ population of 200,000, and was noted for 
its product. of fine muslins, which were 
known as “woven wind.” Growing im- 


ports of Manchester cottons ruined its 
industries, however, and by 1891 the popu- 
rlation had dwindled to 82,000. 

Simla, India, May 1.—The tornado first 
Struck Posgola, the afternoon of Apri: 
23, where it wrecked the Datta jute 
works. From Posgola it. moved to Sana- 
char, where the India General Company s 
warehouses were destroyed by a great 
wave which was whirled out of the river 
by the wind. Everywhere in the _ path 
of the cyclone huts, trees, tne roofs of 
houses and people were carried up into 
the alr like paper. Thirty-one persons 
were killed at Sanachar, 110 near Dac*a, 


1175 at Nagalband and 100 at Barnighat.

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MAJORITY IN FAVOR OF PEACE. 


Terms of the British Are Discussed 
at Boer Meetings. 


' Pretoria, May 1.—Boer meetings con- 


tinue to be held, chiefly in the Transvaal, 
to receive ths leaders’ explanations of 
the British terms. It is understood thaf 
the heated discussions which have oc- 
curred have usually shown the majority 
to be in favor of peace. 

It is said that about 200 Boer delegates 
will attend the conference fo be held at 
Transvaal colony, May 15, 
and that all sections of the burghers will 
be thoroughly represented there, It is 
expected that a ballot will be taken at 


‘this conference. 


It it reported that General DeWet has 
frankly declared the British /terms to be 
Feasonable, and that it is advisable to 
accept them, while General DeLarey is 
said to be ready to abide by the decision 
of the majority. The outlook for peace, 
therefore, is promising. 


MAY DAY QUIET IN EUROPE. 


No Disturbances Are Reported in Ger- 
many, France and Italy. 
Berlin, May 1.—The workmen of Berlin 
celebrated May day by holding forty-six 
large meetings at which resolutions were 
passed demanding an eight-hour day, la- 
bor reform legislation and the enactment 
of commercial treaties in order to give 
the laboring people cheap food. They de- 
manded also that the government with- 

draw the tariff bill. 

No disturbances occurred here or else- 
where in Germany. 

Paris, May 1.—May day passed quietly 
here, and there was little cessation of 
work. Advices from the provinces record 
nothing noteworthy with the exception 
of a state of general tranquillity. 

Rome, May 1.—The usual May day 
throughout Italy has fhus far been per- 
fectly orderly. About 15,000 workmen par- 
ticipated in a meeting here. 


Tobacco Clause Adopted. 
Berlin. May 2.—The tariff committee of 
the reichstag today adopted the tobacco 
clauses from 210 to 218 as proposed by 
the government.

Rome, May 1.—The king has pardoned 
the officers of the United States cruiser 
Chicago, who have been imprisoned at 
Venice. They will be immediately hand- 
ed over to the United States consul, from 
whose charge they will be transferred to 
the Chicago, which is ready to, sail. 

United States Ambassador Meyer con- 
ferred this morning with Signor Prinetti, 
the foreign minister, and the release of 
the American naval officers was ar- 
ranged, conditioned upon the payment of 
civil damages amounting to $2,000. 

Venice, May 1.—The imprisoned Amert- 
ican naval officers this afternoon gener- 
ously indemnified the parties claiming 
damages for injury, and the public prose- 
cutor telegraphed to Rome that all lefal 
impediments to the prisoners’ pardon 
were removed. . . 

The claimants for damages had tele- 
graphed to the minister of justice, asking 
him not to accede to the petition until 
their claims were adjusted. This objec- 
tlon was removed and the publjc prose- 
cutor here notified the minister of justice. 


Treaty Hangs Fire. 
Copenhagen, May 1.—The secret ses- 
sion of the landsthing today was not’ 
productive of definite action regarding 
the Danish West India islands treaty, 
but a vote taken at the closing of fhe, 
sitting indicated a determination on the 
paft of the majority to postpone ratifica- 
tion of the treaty till after a plebiscite 

of the islands has been taken. 


WE ARE MUCH FELT IN CHINA. 


So Says Waldersee, Who Is Visiting 
Saxon King. 


Berlin, Mag 2.y‘‘Agmerican energy and 
American millions are ngaking them- 
selves felt in China more and more pow- 
erfully,”’ said Count von Waldersee, in 
an interview at Dresden, where he is 
visiting the king of Saxony. The count 
was commander in chief of the aliied 
forces tn China. Continuing, he said: 

‘We have come into closer political 
touch with the United States and that 
country -.will exercise a favorable 
fluencg in the world’s politics.’ 

In this interview Count von Waldersee 
was surveying the present position of af- 
fairs and the relations of the powers in 
China. He reférred also to the attitude 
of the officers of the armies of the pow- 
ers toward each other and toward him- 
self while he was commander in chief in 
China. 5 

Although he chose his language with 
caution, Count von Waldersee made sev- 
eral statements of the first importance. 

“The English-Japanese alliance ig of 
preem@ent significance,’’ he said. “It 
reveals the seriou§ness of the world sit- 
uation. In Japan, which I visited after 
leaving China, a collision with Russia is 
regarded as unavoidable. The Japanese 
troops which I saw are. excellently 
trained. 

‘Several of the Russian positions ‘!n 
east Asia seem still to be exposed, but 
this will not be for long, because Russia 
is making the best use of her time. Her 
position at sea is daily growing stronger, 
and great interests are at sfake.in China. 

“From all sides, Burma, Tonkin and 
other places, an energy !s being directed 
toward the Yang Tse valley, which, be- 
cause of its position and wealth, is the 
most important: part of China.” 


Religious Liberty Granted. 

Berlin, May 1.—The -reichstag today 
passed the third reading of the first 
paragraph of the bill granting freedom 
of religious belief associations and public 
and private worship throughout the em- 
pire, limited only to the proviso that 
this freedom shall not be used to the 
prejudice of civic or national duties.

Balfour Says That th: Question Is

Londof May 1.—An.attempt was made 
in the house of commons today to get 
the governmenf fo pledge itself to pre- 
vent the transfer of British steamships 
to a foreign flag, pending the report of 
the committee recently appointed by the 
admiralty to inquire Into the subject. The 
government leader, A. J. Balfour, pojnt- 
e4 out that a suggestion of such a start- 
ling character could not be carried out 
without the gravest consideration. 

After the presideht of the board of 
trade, Gerald Balfour, had informed the 
house of commons that he had been confi- 
dentially informtéd of. the terms of the 
proposed trans-Atlantic combine, which 
did not necessarily involve a change in 
the nationality of the ships. and the 
government leader, A. J. Balfour, had 
announced that the officials of the White 
Star line did not appear to have violated 
their contract with the British admiral- 
ty, Russell -Rea (radical), a ship owner 
and merchant, moved the adjou¥Ffnment of 
the house in order to discuss the matter, 
which was of urgent public importance. 

Mr. Balfour, in reply, said no. announce- 
ment of policy could be mdde, except af-

BY THOUSANDS

‘ Gantlago de Cuba, May 1.—Brigadier 
General S. M. Whiteside, the commande® 
of the department of Santiago, sent his 
aid de camp, Lieutenant H. C. White- 
head, of the Tenth cavalry, to Manzanil- 
lo to meet Senor Palma, and ordered a 
squadron of cavalry and a battery of ar- 
tillery, headed » a band of miusic, to form 
the official escort of the president-elect 
in his landing here. 

About 40,000 people were packed in the 
narrow streets of ,this city when Senor 
Palma arrived, and the crowds were so 
@ense at certain points that they ob- 
structed the procession, which was in- 
creased by mounted delegations from all 
parts of the province until it was miles 
long. The greatest enthusiasm prevailed. 

Senor Palma was escorted to the palace, 
where he held a public reception :during 
the afternoon, lasting several hours. So 
numerous were the people who were eager 
to shake hands with the president-elect 
that he became exhausted and retired from 
the hall slightly indisposed. Senor Palma 
will, during the afternoon, visit San Juan 
hill and inspect the sanitary department. 
He will be entertained at a banquet this 
evening. . 

The president-elect showed remarkable 
energy. This afternoon he ifispected the 
schools and cmetery of the city. At the 
cemeteries where the bodies of the Vir- 
nius martyrs are interred he made an 
impressive speech and placed a ‘floral 
wreath upon each grave. He said that 
history did not furnish another instance 
of such unselfish devotion to the prin- 
ciple of liberty.

Talk ofv the withdrawal of the United 
States from the Philippines is based on an 
inaccurate and incomplete knowledge of 
conditions there. Our country could not 
withdraw.

yet. They need a guiding hand, and now 
that we have undertaken the task, we 
cannot for the sake of humanity withdraw 
until the work is-completed.”’

FIGHT ON NEW CONSTITUTION. 


Interest Centers in Plan Negro Law- 
yer Will Adopt. 

Montgomery, Ata, May 1.—(Special.)—A 
great deal of curiosity has been aroused 
among the lawyerg.as to how Wilford H. 
Smith, the colored New York attorney, is 
going to proceed in making a test case 
against the new constitution of Alabama.

A CENTURY OLD 


One of Savannah’s Crack 
Commands Has Its Cen- 
tennial Celebration. 


GOVERNOR OF GEORGIA 
IS THE GUEST OF HONOR 


Wie Reviews the Parade and Speaks 
- Eloquently with Others at the 
Banquet Given Last Evening. 

The Affair an Elabo- 

* vate One. 


Savannah, Ga., May 1.—(Special.)—The 
Bavannah Volunteer Guards celebrated 
the centennial of their organization to- 
Gay. The occasion was dignified by the 
presence of Governor Candler. 

Elaborate preparations for the event 
had been made, and the programme was 
carried out in a most gratifying manner. 
The battalion is comprised of four com- 
panies, and it has long been one of the 
most popular military organizations in 
Savannah. Partly responsible for this 
popularity, in a city whose sentiments 
have always been ‘so distinctly southern, 
has been the way in which, through 
many years and in the face of official 
Opposition, the command has clung to its 
uniforms of gray, trimmed lightly with 
red. The confederate color was cheered 
*;to the echo as, worn by the gallant sol- 
diers, it. passed through Savannah's 
streets this afternoon. 

Under command of Major W. W. Wil- 
liamson, the Guards assembled at their 
arsenal at 3:15 o’clock. The assembly 
was held thus early in order -that a ‘“‘cen- 
tennial picture’ might be made of each 
command, The veterans’ corps, to which 
the Guards acted as escort of honor on 
the parade, assembled at the same hour. 
The personne! of the commissioned. offi- 
cers in line was as follows: 

Company A—Captain, James M. Rogers: 
first lieutenant, John A. Hutton; second 
lieutenant, George Freeman. 

Campany B—Captain, W. B. Stephens;

Besides the members of the 
‘©ompanies on the active list, there were 
those of all other classes, as well as 
those ofthe veterans’ .corps. <All the 
other military commands in the city 
were represented, all officers of rank 
equal or above that of captain having 
been invited. The banquet was an elab- 
orate event, costing about $2,500. The 
hall had been handsomely decorated with 
flags and bunting, and with flowers 
from the country places of Captain R. F. 
Manigault and Spencer P. Shotter. The 
governor was the guest of honor, Major 
Williamson acting as toastmaster. Colo- 
me] William Garrard and Colonel W. S. 
Basinger, of Athens, are, with Major 
Williamson, the only commanding officers 
of the Guards who survive. 

Governor Candler spoke eloquently, re- 
Bponding to the invitation and introduc. 
tion of the toastmaster. His speech was 
received with great applause.

The suit was brought by Mrs. Sarah 
Sheffield and Thomas Lee through their 
attorney, Colonel M. G. Bayne, against 
Berry Hall and the judge’s decision was 
in favor of the plaintiff. The facts in the 
case are these: 

The four acres of land in question which 
He on both sides of the New Houston 
road, were conveyed by Mrs. Anna Jepson 
to Thomas Peter Stubbs in 1852 in trust for 
Mrs. Nancy Lee, the mother of the plain- 
tiffs, Mrs. Lee died in November, 1900, and 
her two children sued for title to the land 
which went to them at the death of their 
mother,. the trust estate having ceased. 
The trustee sold the land tin 1863. 

Judge Felton in giving bis decision held 
that the trustee only sold the life estate of 
Mrs. Nancy Lee and directed a verdict for 
the plaintiffs. The decfsion settles all 
titles to the four acres, including the 
cemetery. 

The fact that the cemetery is part of 
the land brings up another important 
question. Under the present law a per- 
son who buys land in good faith and puts 
improvements on it is entitled to pay for 
the improvements, as Judge Felton direct-

THE STRIKE IN BIRMINGHAM. 


It Is Feared Business Interests Will 
Be Affected. 

Birmingham, Ala., May 1.—(Special.)— 
The carpenters’ and painters’ strike in 
this city is on in full force, and while 
no trouble is anticipated between the con- 
tractors and the strikers, the effect on 
the business intere of the city will be 
felt if the strike holds out for some time 

No conference has yet been asked for 
by either side of the trouble. The gen- 
eral belief is that the differences between 
them could be easily adjusted if taken 
hold of by proper parties in a business 
like way. The number of men affected 
by the strike, it is claimed, will not ex- 
ceed one thousand, al] told, and 5 cents 
an hour per man—the raise demanded—is 
thought to be too smal! a matter to be 
allowed to disturb the building operations 
in and around this city. 

It is said the contractors are not op- 
posed to a conference in order to sett'e 
a scale of prices for the coming year, 
but claim that the strikers should ask 
for the conference, as they have made 
the demand which has been refused by 
the contractors, who have appointed a 
special committee to treat with them, 
with power to act.. The contractors claim 
that they do not object to paying 35 cente 
per hour for nine hours for a day's work, 
but they do want and demand that the 
union fix a sliding scale with 35 cents as 
the maximum, and the scale to be regu- 
lated by the union. They claim that 
while some men are worth that price, 
Qqthers are not worth more than 20 or 25 
cents per. hour. : 

The strikers claim that with the in- 
creased price of the necessaries of life, 
the high rents and other expenses they 
are not - able to make both ends meet 
with the present price of labor, and hence 
the request for an increase of wages. 
They also claim that the contractors can- 
not be injured bY the advance, as it will 
not work any hardship on them, 4s they 
are protected by the “strike clause’”’ in 
all contracts now existing, and can make 
future contracts with the new scale as 
the basis. 

The strike may or may not cause a 
cessation of building operations in the 
city, as parties already feel oppressed by 
the high price of building material, and 
now an additional increase in the wages 
of workmen will no doubt deter many 
from entering into contracts at present.

If th should prove 
to be able to take all cofttracts offered, 
it may result seriously for the strikers, 
as their places would be filled by the 
non-union men. 

It is believed today that the matter 
will soon be settled, and that the maxi- 
mum of 35 cents an’ hour for an eight- 
hour work day with a sliding scale to be 
fixed by the union. All hope for an early 
settlement of the differences.

Severe Damage Done to 
Lightning Kills Negro.

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A Case for the Attorney General. 

’ The hour has arrived when the at- 
lorney genercl of Georgia might well 
enter the ficld in defense of the people 
against the exorbitant exactions of 
the meat trust. 

The supreme court of the state, in 
deciding the Jacobs case on Wedn:-- 
day, pointed ‘the way to reach such 
combinations as are in restraint of 
fair trade through the well-known prin- 
ciples of the common law. Their trust 
agreement to control .prices and de- 
etroy competition are contrary to pub- 
lic policy and void, and they may be 
restrained by appropriate injunctions 
from enforcing such programmes 
against the people. 

The charges that are being made 
against the beef trust in the cases 
formulated by the national govern- 
ment are thesc3: 

1. That an agreement exists for the con- 
trol of the beef trade. 

2. That the agreement is to raise and 
jower prices of beef at will. 

3. That the combine, in its effects, 
throttles competition. 

4. That it fixes prices without regard to 
supply and demand. 

5. That it maintains a blacklisting sys- 


tem for retailers who do not obey its fixed 
rules. 

6. That the agreement provides for the 
perfect regulation and distribution of beef 
throughout the country without compe- 
tition among themselves. 


Here are the grounds amply suffi- 
cient to give the attorney general of 
this state, under the common law as 
Btated by the supreme court, a case 
against the beef trust representatives 
in this city and state.. He can doubt- 
less find sufficient evidence among the 
meat dealers here at home to sustain 
ahy on~, or all, of the allegations above 
set forth. The packing firms that are 
known to be in the combine are per- 
haps all of them represented in Atlan- 
ta and their agents are subject to the 
restraints of our courts. 

Attorney General Wright !s an oc- 
complished lawyer, a faithful official 
and a brilliant prosecutor. He will 
scarcely find a betier opportunity to 
employ his abilities in behalf of his 
fellow-citizens, or in a more righteous 
cause, than to seek the destruction of 
this unholy conspiracy of greedy cor- 
porations to levy tribute upon the daily 
food of the people. If he shall be able 
to scotch their schemes and put an 


end to their arbitrary exactions, he will | 


earn the applause and gratitude of 
every citizen of the commonwealth. 
It matters not if his efforts drive 
these conspirators from the state. Bet- 
ter that their trade and their meats 
should perish in the battle than that 
the people should be made prey of by 
them in defiance of righteousness, law 
and the vital cause of humanity. The 
_- people can afford to forego meat while 
they are destroying the greed and 
power of the trust. —

A Lesson from the Trusts. 

The trusts will be entitled to one 
mhite mark on the credit side if their 
operations shall succeed in teaching 
oursouthern farmers the economy and 
profitableness of raising food crops. 
All other forms of argument have been 
exhausted upon the theme with but 
scant effect. But if the trusts will 
only boost the prices of western beef, 
mutton, pork, flour and corn to levels 
that are unreachable by the masses of 
the people there may come a revolu- 
tion in the agricultural world of the 
south, iy 2 

One strong fact stares the farmers 
of thesouthintheface. It is that cot- 
ton cannot be raised at a profit while 
foodstuffs are controlled by the trusts. 
No farmer in Georgia can pay the cred- 


it prices that the mest packers are, 
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making inevitable and get back the 
cost of his crop in the open market. 
If the trusts, then, can save themselves 
from the law and continue their con- 
trol of the prices of beef and bacon, 
the farmers of the south will either 
have to raise their own food crops or 
go out of business. 

The present situation is making it 
plainer than ever that we of the south 
are literally wasting millions of dollars 
every year by rei:using to produce our 
Own corn, oats, beef and pork, and 
| actually donating that much trade to 
the west without any reciprocal advan- 
tage. Georgia can raise without ex- 
traordinary effort every pound of the 
cereals and meats needed by our peo- 
ple. We have the soils and climate 
that enable us to do so at figures that 
will defy western competition, to say 
nothing of robber-prices made by the 
trusts. . 

During the civil war, with nearly 
all tne able-bodied white men in the 
armies and only the white women on 
the farms to superintend the slave la- 
borers, we produced of all those prod- 
ucts the crops that were needed to sup- 
port the troops in the camps and the 
families at home. After that expert- 
ence it is the sheerest nonsense for 
any one to talk about the poverty of 
our:soils and pastures, or the greater 
economy of buying our supplies for 
farm and city from the granaries and 
packeries of the west. 

We repeat with all seriousness that 
it will be a happy day for Georgia and 
other southern states if the trusts, in 
the pursuit of their rapacious robberies, 
shall finally convince our people that 
their only safety from situations like 
the present is in a general. policy of 
home production of food. supplies. 
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Alphonso’s Coronation. 

Alphonso XIII will be. formally 
crowned king of Spain on Saturday, 
May 10, at Madrid, and though the 
ceremonies will not attract the world- 
wide interest which later in the year 
‘will be riveted upon King, Edward 
when he formally assumes the British 
crown at Westminster, they will not 
by any means be lacking in impres- 
siveness, and they will occur suffi- 
ciently early in the year to blunt the 
edge of the royal function which will 
subsequently occur in London. 

Despite the recent “unpleasantness,” 
the most cordial relations exist at 
present between this country and 
Spain and special envoys from the 
United States will be on hand to salute 
the young monarch when he takes the 
crown upon his head and begins his 
career as sovereign de facto. Iil- 
health has shadowed the life of Al- 
phonso since infancy and though un- 
der normal conditions he might be ex- 
pected to occupy the throne for many 
years, he has really no longer expect- 
ancy than King Edward, who comes to 
the throne with the frost of age upon 
his hair and with the weight of many 
cares resting upon his shoulders. Still 
there is no certainty in the predictions 
of men and King Alphonso may safely 
outgrow the disabilities of enfeebled 
health and occupy the throne of Spain 
even longer than Victoria occupied the 
throne of England. 

Three hundred years of bitter re- 
verses have robbed Spain of many of 
her crown jewels and caused her ter- 
ritory, which once belted the entire 
globe, to dwindle into the merest shad- 
ow of her once imperial domain, but 
under wise and efficient rulership and 
free from the burden of colonial wars 
there is no reason why she should not 
sufficiently conserve her national en- 
ergies to make her future career pros- 
perous and happy.

The Doctrine of “Hands Off.” 

The esteemed Boston Herald re- 
views the colloquy recently had in the 
house between Mr. Gillett, of Massa- 
chusetts, and certain southern repre- 
sentatives on the subject of prejudices 
north and south against the prectice of 
negro social equality. 

The Herald grants, as Mr. Gillett 
did, that the people o: the north gen- 
erally are even more opposed to per- 
sonal relations with the negro than are 
the people of the south. As usual, 
however, it misses the whole raison 
detre of the southern prejudice in the 
case. It argues that such prejudice 
ought in all cases to hang upon the 
individual instance and not wpon the 
general condition of color. If a negro 
is clean, intelligent ‘and decently be- 
haved, The Herald decides that an- 
tipathy to contact with him because 
he is a negro is unreasonabie, unjust 
and reprehensible. If he possesses 
the enumerated accomplishments, The 
Herald intimates that it would treat 
him with the same consideration so- 
cially that it would a white man simi- 
larly equipped. 

That, of course, is the northern doc- 
trine in the abstract. It looks well on 
paper, but it continues to be odd and 
largely absent in practice. In the 
south, however, that doctrine does not 
and cannot be made to obtain. We 
prefer, naturally, that all the negroes 
should be clean, intelligent and well 
behaved. But the possession of those 
traits are not sufficient credentials to 
permit them to claim the rights of so- 
cial equality. : 

We quite agree with The Herald that 
all men should be allowed to choose 
their associates. But any unconven- 
tional choice by them is sure to carry 
with it amenability to comment and 
criticism. The man who chooses to 
company with Chinamen or any other 
class, however intelligent, must take 
part in the disfavor with which such 
associates may be generally regarded. 
No man may be authorized to prevent 
him from his companionship with such 
persons, but no man is debarred the 
right to criticise his anomalous, uncon- 
ventional taste in the premises. 

Most northern republican politicians 
take the right to criticise southern op- 
position to negro officials and to defy 
it by appointing such officers, and to 
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table associates of colored -college 
teachers and kitchen servants. 

_ §$o far as criticism, then, is con- 
| Cerned the honors are easy between 
the sections. The‘ next question is 
whether The Herald’s counsel is wise 
that each crowd should keep “hands 
off’ the other? Its idea is that north- 
ern people should be allowed to have 
negro associates without suffering 
from southern curses therefor; and 
that soutLern people should be per- 
mitted to taboo the negro in all social 


terference by northern people. But 
that doctrine is one that appeals to the 
individual and cannot be regulated or 
enforced by social or statute laws. 
The prejudice against the negro as 
a social equal in the south is the in- 
stinctive resistance to race adultera- 
tion, to the menace of mongrelism and 
the degra ation of the tribe of men 
| and women to which the world is in- 
debted for its largest blessings and 
its highest, noblest future achieve- 
ments in all that makes for a perfect 
civilization.

The negro colonies of Phila- 
delphia, New York and Boston swarm 
with larger percentages of mulattoes 
than do any of the communities of the 
south.

IVIEWS OF THE PRESIDENT 


ON BISHOP 


KEILEY’S TALK 


N excathedra statement from Presi- | 

A dent Roosevelt concerning Bishop 

Keiley’s strictures appeared under a 
Washington date in The Baltimore Sun 
and is given in full below: 

“The address of Bishop Benjamin J. 
Kejley at the confederate Memorial day 
services tn Savannah, Ga., in which 
the president of the United States was 
severely criticised, was called to the at- 
tention of President Roosevelt by the 
correspondent of The Sun today. 

“The president does mot feel that he 
could with propriety reply to the attack 
upon his sincerity and honesty of. senti- 
ment. He believes that an examination of 
his writings and his addresses will con+ 
vince anyone'of the falsity of the accusa- 
tion of insincerity and double-dealing—of 
expressing one sentiment in the south and 
another in the north. 

“The expression quoted from one of his 
works by Bishop Keiley with reference 
to vefferson Davis is probably accurate, 
though it could not be found in the hasty. 
examination in the president’s library to- 
day. Mr. Roosevelt is not an admirer 
of Jefferson Davis as an historical char- 
acter, and credits other southern leaders 
with less ambition of a sort that he con-. 
siders selfish. In speaking of M:. Davis 
he has not thought that he was speaking 
of his wholé southern people. As an his- 
torian he has spoken in terms of bound- 
less admiration of General Robert E. Lee, 
ranking him first above all American 
military men. His expressions as to Gen- 
eral Lee have caused some, with little 
discrimination, to charge him with being 
in sympathy wit the cause of the con- 
federacy, but as an historian his pur- 
pose has been, not to give expression to 
his political sentiment, but to write the 
truth as it appears to his mind. 


Half Northern, Half Southern. 

“He is half northerner and half south- 
erner. His splendid sentiments are those 
associated principally with the north, 
but he credits the southern people with 
sincerity and patriotism, and while not 
in sympathy. with the separationists, 
whether of the south or of the north, 
whether of the period wheyji Mr. Davis 
was leader, or of the perivd forty or 
fifty years earljer, when Cabot and 
Quincy, of New England, were separation- 
ists, yet he does not deny to the people 
who sacrificed everything for the south- 
ern confederacy the sentiment of pa- 
triotism. Their patriotism was directed 
toward what they believed to be right. 
Some of his own people were on the side 
of the confederacy, and he attributes to 
them motives of Iofty patriotism and a 
sense of duty as they. saw it. He does 
not hold to their opinions as to the right 
or wrong of the cause; if he had enter- 
tained views in accordance with theirs 
he would not now be a republican presi- 
dent of the United States, and there 
would have been §o occasion for him to 
visit the south and speak as he did at 
Charleston. 

“Yet he feels that without adopting 
southern ideas he can admire the south- 
ern people and praise their courage, self- 
sacrifice amd self-abnegation, and can 
recognize in them a patriotism worthy of 
people of their character. If, in his 
opinion,. Mr. Davis was not an admirable 
personality, he does not feel that this 


opinion reflects upon the southern people 
: or upon the southern character. 
As to His Sentiments. | 
“President Roosevelt feels that he does 
not’ need a defense against the charge 
that his expressions of sentiment vary 
with the character of his audience, and he 
thinks such a charge must be inspired by 
a willful purpose to misconstrue and mis- 
represent his sentiments and purposes. 
“The sentiments expressed by him at 
Charleston, in speaking to the southern 
people, were voiced by him in an address 
at the veterans’ reunion at Burlingtd, 
Vt., in September, 1901. In the Vermont 


address he said: 

In the first place, you’ have left us the 
right of brotherhood with the gallant men 
who wore the gray in the ranks against which 
ygu were pitted. At the opening of this new 
century, all of us, the children of a reunited 
country, have a right to glory in the count- 
less deeds of valor done like by the men of 
the nort ard the men of the south. We can 
retain our ever-growing sense of the all- 
importance, not merely to our people, but t¢ 
mankind, of the union victory, while giving 
the freest and heartiest recognition to the 
sincerity and self-devotion of those Ameri- 
eans, our fellow countrymen, who then fought 
against the stars in their courses. Now there 
is none left, north or south, who does not 
take joy and pride in the union; and when 
three years ago we once more had to face 
a foreign enemy, the heart of every true 
American thrilled with pride to see veterans 
who had fought in the confederate uniform 
once more appear under Uncle Sam’s colors, 
side by side with their former foes, and 
leading to victory under the famous old flag 
the sons toth cf those who had worn the 
blue and of those who had worn the gray. 


“The president does not think it was 
doublefficed to express in Charleston In 
1902 these sentiments which he had @xX- 
pressed in Vermont the year before. 

‘American Ideals.”’ 
. “In his book, ‘American Ideals,’ Mr. 
Roosevelt said on the subject of the civil 


wars 

But besides this, besides the material re- 
sults of the civil war, we are all, north and 
south, incaleulably richer for its memories. 
We are the richer each grim campaign, for 
each hard-fought battle. We are the richer 
for valor dispayed alike by those who 
fought so valiantly for the right and by those 
who, no less valiantly, fought for what they 
deemed the right. 

‘This book was published in 1897. 

“In speaking as an historian of the 
‘separationists,’ Mr. Roosevelt has con- 
demned the New England separationists 
of 1812 as he has the southern ‘separa- 


tionists’ of a later period. 
“In his ‘Winning the West’ he says on 


thig subject: 

The separatist feeling has at times been 
strong in almost every section of the union, 
although in some regions tt has been much 
stronger than in others Calhoun and Pick- 
ering Jefferson and Gouv eur Morris, Wen- 
dell Phillips and William Tanney, Aaron Burr 
and Jeff«rson Davis—these and many other 
leaders of thought and action, east and west, 
north and south, at different periods of the 
nation’s growth and at differen: stages of 
their own careers, have, for various reasons, 
and with widely varying purity of motive, 
headed or foined in separatist m@®vements, 
Many of these men were actuated gby high- 
minded, though narrow, patriotism; And thovee 
who, in the culminating capacity of the sep- 
aratis: agitation, appealed to ‘the sword, 
proyed the sincerity of their convictions by 
their resolute courage self-sacrifice. 
Nevertheless, they were warring against the 
right. and strove mightily to bring about 
the downfall and undoing of the nation.

Editor Constitution: On Monday morning, 
April 16, 1849, occurred the severest freeze 
and frost I ever knew in the month of April. 
Sunday, the |5th, was also very cold. It had 
rained the Saturday night before, and it 
enowed nearly all day Sunday, the [5th, 
clearing off late in the afternoon. The wind 
blew quite a gale unt!i] midnight, when it lay, 
and the freeze and frost-got in their deadly 
work. 

There had been absolutely no cold weather 
for several weeks, hence vegetation, including 
crops and all fruits, were from five to six 
weeks ahead of the season. All of the wheat, 
oats, rye,-corn and cotton, 4s well as every

W. A. Callaway, of your city, a 
younger brother of the writer, in a communi- 
cation to you on the same subject, notwith- 
etanding we were both In our father’s house 
on that day, is just as positive it was May. 
He says it was impossible for it to have been 
in April. I euppose from the fact that aii 
vegetation was-‘eo far advanced. 

Another point seems to be conceded, that 
wheat in this latitude was in bloom and after 
the freeze fell down and ffom succors made 
a small crop of light, chaffy wheat. 

The ‘“‘little May’’ wheat ripens about May 
20, and the “purple straw,” the kind most 
usually sown by the Georgia farmers, ripens 
the last of May or the first of June. Now, 
does anyone think that the crops, so far ad- 
vanced,. would ever have ored and made 
wheat at all. Even if it been possible, 
it would have thrown harvest off until July. 
My father, the late (Rev.) W. A. Callaway, 
had 70 acres ef very fine wheat that p: uia- 
ised to make 1,000 bushels. He afterwards 
saved only 85 bushels from the whole crop.

SEWERS BECAME CLOGGED 
AND'FLOODS RESULTED 


Alexander Street a Roaring Torrent. 
No Damage from Storm Reported. 
Fair Weather Today—April 
Was Cool and Dry Ac- 
cording to Statistics. 


Atlanta was visited yesterday afternoon 
by the severest thunderstorm of the 
season, during which several inches of 
rain, and hailstones as big as birds’ eggs, 
fell for several minutes. 

While showers were expected by the 
weather bureau, the big storm which 
came up ‘was purely local in character, 
and entirely unegpected. 

At noon showers began, but they did 
not amount to much and shortly before 
1 o’clock it looked as 
would be fair. Jfeavy clouds soon began 
to gather and at 1:0 o’clock rain began 
to fall. It came down in torrents, ac- 
companied by vivid flashes of lightning 
and deafening thunder. For five min- 
utes the rain fell steadily, ari then the 
hail began. Many people had sought 
shelter under the canopies in front of 
shops, but the rain and hail was blown 
ln on them. and the onlly ones who es- 
caped from the fury of the storm were 
those who managed to reach their homes 
before the juvenile tornado broke. The 
roar of the hailstones on the roofs of 
houses was deafening, and horses became 
frightened. Several runaways took place 
but no damage was reported. 

Street a Mill Race. 

The sewer at Decatur and Peachtree 
streets became clogged, and for an hour 
after the storm the sidewalks in the vi- 
cinity were flooded. Several other sew- 
ers failed to work properly during the 
storm, and Alexander street, between 
Peachtree ayd West Peachtree was like 
a mill race five minutes after the storm 
began. First the middle of the street 
between the curbs became flooded and 
then the water spread to the sidewalks. 
As the storm increased in fury the fresh- 
et in Alexander street gathered force, 
and the rushing of the wate through the 
street was plainly audible in the houses. 
One man attempted to ford the street 
near the corner of Peachtree street by 
means of two grocery boxes. When he 
got in the middle of the flood, however, 
one of the boxes was washed away and 
he remained on his wooden island for 
several minutes) 

The backbone tof the storm was broken 
in fifteen cet but a drizzle continued 
for some time. 

No serious damage from the storm has 
been reported, and it is not believed that 
anybody was hurt. It is said that the 
troops in this vicinity will receive great 
‘benefit from the heavy rainfall. 

Weafher Forecaster J. B. Marbury 
stated to a reporter for The Constitution 
yesterday that the general conditions for 
fair weather today were good. Showers 
at this time of the year cannot be reck- 
oned in advance accurately, but there 
were none in sight for today at the 
weather bureau yesterday. No change in 
. temperature is likely, and the warm 
weather will probably continue through- 
out the day. 

April Dry and Cool. 

The month just closed has been both 
cool and dry compared with the condi- 
tions during the month of April during 
the past twenty-three years. The mean 
temperature for the month was 59. The 
report of the Atlanta station of the 
weather bureau which covers the past 
twenty-three years shows that only three 
times during these years was the mean 
temperature for April lower, while in 
1892 it was the same. In other years it 
has been much higher. In 1896 it was 66. 

The precipitation for the math was 
also light $ cofnparison with the rain- 
fall during previous Aprils. One inch 
and eighty-four hundredths is the record 
for 1892, while in previous years it bag 
been much higher. In 1880 the precipita- 
tion during April was 7.07, and in 1883 it 
was 8.20. 

The highest temperatfre during the 
month was attained on the 13th, when te 
mercury went up to 84. It was lowest on 
the 9th, when it registered 33. During 
the month there were eleven clear days, 
eleven partly cloudy days and eight rainy 
days.

Calls J oreph Chamberlain an Anarch- 
ist in Speech at Court House. 


SAYS BOERS WILL WIN WAR 


Boer Commandant Refutes Insinua- 
tions of Agent Peterson at 
New Orleans. 


Jan Krige, a commandant of horse in 
the Boer army, spoke on behalf of the 


Boer cause before about two hundred | 


people on the steps of the court house 
last night. In the course of his remarks 
Krige took occasion to refute the in- 
sinuations of General Samuel Peterson, 
the Boer agent at New Orleans, who, it 
is asserted, has intimated that Krige is 
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JAN KRIGE, Boer officer, who 
who spoke at the Tt house last 
— on the South African situ- 
ation. .

not connected with the Boer army, but is 
an imposter in the employ of the British. 
Krige has credentials from several mem- 
bers of the Boer: government as well as 
General Botha. He was captured by the 
British, and remained a prisoner fur some 
time, but eventually managed :to ,effect 
his escape. He arrived in this country 
about a year ago, and since then has 
been tourtng the country making speeches 
in the interest of the Boers. 

In his speech ldst night Krige denied 
the statements of the British, which he 
said had been set afoot in this country, 
to the effect that the Boers were in a 
desperate condition, and that the British 
were on the point of victory. He said 
that the Boers did not expect any aid 
from America, but that they did expect 
fair play, and strict neutrality. He stated 
that if the Americans had kept their 
horses and mules away fromthe British 
in South Africa they would have rendered 
the Boers a great service. He paid a 
glowing tribute to the members of parlia- 
ment who were fighting there for the 
Boers, and also to the Irish, who have 
so gallantly lent their assistance to the 
cause. — 

Commandant Krige entreated his hear- 
ers to write to their representatives in 
the legislature, urging that strict neu- 
trality be maintained in this country, 
and that no more American horses and 
mules be shipped to South Africa for the 
British. The speaker went into the his- 
tory of British greed in the Transvaal 
and in Natal. He said that the Boer re- 
public had tried to avert the war, but 
that the demands of Great Britain’ were 
beyond all bounds:of reason. 

“There will be no peace until we are 
given our terms,” he said. ‘‘Notwith- 
standing England's lies, our fighting con- 
dition is better today than it was when 
the war began two years and six months 
ago. To prove the inaccuracy of the 
British reports, I will cite the following 
incident: Thousands of English engaged 
just 617 Boers. The killed and prisoners 
on our side numbered 300, while the Brit- 
ish general reported that 1,200 were 
killed ’’ 

Mr. Krige told many humorous in- 
Stances of where the British would shell 
kopjes, behind which Boers’ were in- 
trenched, for hours without killing any 
one, and then send reports in tothe war 
Office giving the most impossible numbers 
of killed and wounded. ‘‘When they were 
testing the Lyddite_ shells,’’- said the 
speaker, ‘“‘they put twelve goats behind 
a kopje, and then began Shelling it. 
After they had thought the goats were 
all dead they went to look, and thera 
they found not only twelve goats alive 
and well, but thirteen, as a kid had been 
born during the bombardment.’’ 

He spoke of the outrages committed 
by the British at the capture of Pretoria, 
and of the terrors of the reconcentrado 
camps. But, despite the sufferings and 
privations which the women had under- 
gone in the reconcentrado e@amps, he 
said, they were as enthusiasti¢ as ever 
for the cause, and want the fight to go on 
to the end. He stated that the British 
had put a premium on anarchy, and that 
between Czolgosz and Joe Chamberlain, 
the latter was the bigger anarchist. Com- 
mandant Krige stated that the spirit had 
been taken out of the British soldie se 
and that he firmly believed in the uwiti- 
mate triumph of the Boers,

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FIGHT ON TRAIN 
AIRED BEFORE JURY 


Suit of Clarence Stockdell Against 
Seaboard on Trial, 


TROUBLE OCCURRED IN 1901 


Stockdell Claims Conductor Beckham 
Struck Him While Covering Him 
with Pistol—Conductor Says 
Stockdell Provoked 
Fight. 


The suit of Clarence Stockdell against 
the Seaboard Air Line railroad, which 
grew out of a difficulty with a passenger 
train conductor on May 1, 1901, went to 
trial yesterday morning before Judge H. 
M. Reid in the first division of the city 


court. 
The case is one of the most interesting 


that has been tried in the Fulton county 
courts recently, on account of the alle- 
gations on which it is based. Stockdell 
is secking damages on the ground that 
the conductor, Joe Beckham, covered him 
with a pistol in his right hand, while 
with his left he struck him several blows 
in the face. The amount involved in the 


suit is $1,999.99. 

The trouble occurred in a smoking car 
on a train on which Stockdell was 4 pas- 
senger, and according to the evidence 
originated about some tickets. Stockdell 
claims that the conductor was drinking. 
He states that he proffered a 1,000-mile 
ticket book to pay his fare and that he 
partly removed some of the tickets from 
the book, wh@ch action angered the con- 
ductor. 

They Go Into Smoker. 

Some words followed and the plaintiff 
claims that Beckham afterwards asked 
him to go into the smoking cat, where 
they could talk over their differences 
and:settle them. Stockdell says that he 
accepted the invitation and that their 
arrival in the smoker was followed by 
the assault. 

The opiaintiff and defendant both 
finished with the introduction of testi- 
mony yesterday. Three witnesses, two 
for the plaintiff and one for the defense, 
were placed on the stand, the remainder 
of the evidence being by deposition. 

There were no eye-witnesses to the dif- 
ficulty, but witnesses for the plaintiff 
corroborated his. statement about the 
starting of the trouble and as to the con- 
ductor being under the influence of Intox- 
icants. Stockdell went on the stand and 
related all of the details. He declared 
that the conductor struck him repeatedly 
with his left hand, while holding a — 
in his right hand. 

Conductor Disclaims Blame. 

Conductor Beckham was not present fin 
the court room, but his deposition was 
read. He admits the fight, but contends 
that Stockdell provoked it. He neither 
admits nor denies the pistol feature. He 
contends that Stockdell was responsible 
for the trouble. Other evidence was prc- 
sented by the defense to prove that Beck- 
ham is a peaceable man. 

The argument of counsel! will begin this 
morning and the case will likely to go the 
jury by afternoon. Stockdell {s repre- 
sented by Attorn@s Slaton & Phillips 
and John C. Reed, while the ralflroad 
company is represented by Attorneys 
Brown & Randolph and Vassar Woolley. 

Campbell Sues for $5,000. 

John Campbell yesterday brought sult 
against Langston & Woodson for $5,000 
damages for alleged personal infuries. 

Campbell claims that he was injured 
on June 10, 1900, while assisting in in- 
stalling a large fly wheel for thé con- 
cern. He states that the wheel wags be- 
ing moved over some planks, when the 
planks broke and the wheel fell into a 
hole. 

It is alleged that a piece of plank struck 
him, knocking him down, resulting in the 
breaking of his jaw, the knocking out of 
six teeth and otherwise injuring him. 
Attorney Thomas L. Bishop filed the 
suit. 
Criminal Court Tomorrow. 

A session of the city eriminal court 
will be held. tomorrow, at which time 
Judge A. E.. Calhoun and Solicitor Eu- 
gene Black will be confronted with a 
heavy docket. Only. jail cases are to be 
tried.

TAX. ASSESSORS 
OPPOSE RETURNS 


Ask Comptroller General Not te Accept 
Those of Street Railway Company. 


ARE AFTER LIGHTING PLANTS 


City Officers Contend That the Glenn 
Bill Provides That Only Rail- 
Acads Must Be Returned to 
the Comptroller General 
for Taxation. 


Comptroller General Wright was asked 
by the city tax assessors not to accept 
the returns made by the Georgia Rail- 
way and Blectric Company, which were 
filed with the comptroller general Wed- 
nesday. 

The returns included the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company, and the tax assess- 
ors claim that this department of the 
company: should be returned to the city 
as heretofore. Claim is made that the 
plant of the Georgia BMlectric Light Com- 
pany amd the new power fiduse of the old 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
should not, according to the Glenn. bill, 
be returned for taxation to the comptrol- 
ler general. 

The street railway’ people have been 


‘notified of the protest of the tax assess- 


ofs and a hearing will no doubt take 
Place before the comptroller general. 

The tax assessors intimated yesterday 
that they would proceed to assess the prop- 
erty and issue fi. fas. against the com- 
pany for the collection of the taxes. ‘nis 
action, it was stated, would dowbtless put 
the matter in the courts Ior adjudication. 

This year: the street railway company 
returned its railway and lighting sys- 
tems at. $2,301,880, which Is an increase of 
about $370,000 over the combined returns 
of the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
and the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany for 1901. Last year the electric light- 
ing property was returned to the city. 

The city tax assessors say that the 
Georgia Electric Light Company was 
given in at $300,000, while the new mower 
house of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company on Butler street was given in at 
$250,000, and this, too, when it was com- 
pletely equipped as at present. The as- 
sessors contend that the two plants would 
make an increase of $550,000 in the re- 
turns of the whole company as mae to 
the comptroller general. 


Many Peach Trees Planted. 

A new peach, Eldorado, has ‘been discov- 
ered in Elbert county. The soil in the 
vicinity of Middleton hag been Iound to 
be unusually favorable to the cultivation 
of peaches, and as a result more than 
100,000 trees have been planted tnig year, 
while the chances are tnat in tne course 
of the next few years some of the largest 
orchards in Georgia will de found in 
that section. 

State Entomologist Scott, in. company 
with Assistant Commissioner of AgrTi- 
culture Wright, Visited. Middleton Wed- 
nesday for the express purpose of in- 
specting the orchards, and they both 
bring back glowing accounts of tne con- 
ditions prevailing in that part of the 
state. Professor Scott made a thorough 
investigation of the soil and found it very 
rich and of the very sort to make peach 
growing an exceedingly .easy matter. 

Among the land owners who are mak- 

ing a specialty ‘of peaches in that section 
are E. B.-Heard, weeuuleton; J. Y. 
Swift, of Middleton; John Brown, Of Kil- 
berton; L. M. Heard, of Elberton, and 
Joseph E. Tate, of Middieton. 
Last year when many of the peach grow- 
ers of Georgia were getting © cents a 
crate for peaches in Atlanta, E. B, Heard, 
who is the owner of one of the largest 
peach orchards near ---.uleton, was able 
to get $1.50 and $1.75 per crate for his 
peaches here, 


March Term Docket Called-

Several Thousand May Have to Work 
Reads in Default ef Road Tax. 


BOOKS CLOSE ON WEDNESDAY 


Out of Total of 10,000 Citizens, Lia- 
ble, Only 400 Have Paid—Only 
' Cf€izens Residing Outside 
of City Affected. 


The present indications are that several 
thousand citizens of Fulton county will 
have to arm themselves with pick and 


‘shovel and work the country roads this 


year in default of their road tax. 

The county commissioners have fixed 
next Wednesday as the limit for paying 
this tax and all who-are Hable and who 
have not paid by that time will be called 
Only citizens re- 
siding in the county outside of the city 
are liable, the total number being 10,000. 
Out of this number only 400 have paid. 

The books have been open since January 
1, but it seems that the tax has aroused 
very little interest. Now that the county 
commissioners, however, have fixed the 
limit for payment, it !s expected that 
several hundred additional will pay before 
Wednesday. It Is also expected that the 
number of delinquents will be far In ex: 
cess of the number who pay. 

The amount of the tax !s $2.50. The citl- 
zens are given the choice of paying this 
amount or handling a pick and shove} for 
five days on the public roads. If they do 
not desire to do either, then the road com- 
missioner of ‘each district has the au- 
thority to fix a penalty. This consists of 
a firye ranging from $5 to $25 and Iimprison- 
ment for as much as thirty days. 

The number of delinquents last year 

amounted to several hundred and they 
were required to either work the roads 
themselves or hire a substitute. This 
caused discomfiture to.many persons. In 
some instances the hire of substitutes 
amounted todoublethe afhount of the 
tax. Much confusion resulted and some 
parties experienced considerable trouble 
in straightening out matters satisfac- 
torily.- 
Collector A. P, Stewart has been 
notified that next Wednesday is the limit 
and will close the books at that time. The 
number who have paid to date is com- 
paratively small and the 9,600 who have 
not paid will have to hurry to escape road 
work.

Women’s clubs have passed their expe- 
rimental stage tnd have taken their place 
with the factors recognized as potent 
in the progress and development of the 
country. 

At the biennial reports will be made 
from each state, setting forth the work 
of the club women—a work the recogai- 
tion of which was forcibly demonstraied 
in Georgia the other day when $19,500 was 
given through the-organjzed bodies of 
Georgia women who, in their assistance 
to the State Normal school, and their 
establishment of model country schools, 
have proven their appreciation of just 
what the greatest educational needs of 
their state are. 

The progress made by Georgia club 
women will be ably presented at the bi- 
ennial by Mrs. Arthur A. Granger, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs; Atlanta’s great part in the 
work will be reported by Mrs. Forrest 
Adair, delegate from the Atlanta Wom- 
an’s Club, while Georgia gives to the Na- 
tional Federation its leader, Mrs. Rebec- 
ca ). Lewe. 

Although there is the same national 
pride existing here in. what. American 
club women are doing, Georgia can not 
but feel a state pride in the leadership 
she has given in the national work, 
which, under the regime of Mrs. Lowe, 
has been prodigious in its development. 

Although the programme of the ten- 
nial will include almost exclusively ad- 
dresses and reports by women, the great 
universities of the country, and all the 
leading educational institutions of Amer- 
ica, will have their representatives at the 
biennial, these men coming to hear re- 
sults of investigations that club women 
have been so. systemmatically making 
along all lines relating especially to the 
educational, industrial and economic con- 
ditions of the country. 

Whereas certain issues may be sprung 
that may momentarily cloud the harmony 
of the various sessions of the biennial, 
they will pass over as they have done 
before, and no more reflect upgn or affect 
the broad and successful operation of 
the General Federation, than are our na- 
tional bodies of men affected when occa- 
‘sionally individual ‘members _ threaten, 
through difference of opinion, to trans- 
gress upon the recognized laws of peace 
and arbitration.

ACON, GA., April 29.—(Special.)—To- 
l day Hon. Dupaht Guerry gave the 
following’ written statement to The Con- 
stitution’s correspordent: 

‘During the last few weeks I have 
been in the following sections’ of the 
state: Northwest, northeast, east, south- 
east and south Georgia, and also in two 
counties in middle Georgia, and I have 
not yet found a.county or a community 
in which I have not a large and enthusi- 
astic following. 

“The farmers are very busy, and my au- 
diences are smaller for this reason, but 
the indications are that the farmers will 
turn out very largely on the day of the 
primary, notwithstanding the manifest 
purpose to cut them off from doing so. 

“My supporters tell me everywhere 
that the growth of strength over the 
state during the last two or three weeks 
has been phenomenal, and that it is un- 
abated. Their statements are corroborat- 
ed by gentlemen who are friendly to me 
personally, but who are supporting Mr. 
Estill and Mr. Terrell. 

“In some sections of the state, namely, 
south and southeast Georgia, Mr. Es- 
till’s strength has grown rapidly, and 
is still growing. 

“The opposition to ringism in Georgia is 
now very great, and is still growing, 
and every intelligent and posted man in 
the state knows that Mr. Terrell is the 
ring candidate. While I have been and 
am still attacking the ring wherever I 
£0, Mr. Estill is dividing with me to 
some extent the opposition to ringism. 

“Some of the newspapers: friendly to 
Mr. Terrell have recently been booming 
Mr. Estill indirectly in order to ihcrease 
his share and diminish my share of this 
opposition vote. They prefer Mr. Esti!l 
to myself, because they are opposed to 
me on the issues that I am _ pressing. 
I wish to say of most of these papers, 
however, that while they are opposing 
me in the most effective way possible, 
namely, by underestimating my strength 
and misrepresenting my speeches and po- 
sitions, they have not descended to the 
low plane of personal attack. Only a 
very few papers in the state have been 
guilty of this, and they have been and 
are now doing me more good than harm. 

“The impression has t@en made: all 
over the state by persistent effort to that 
end, that Mr. Terrell would certainly be, 
nominated, and the final removal of that 
impression has deprived Mr. Terrell of a 
large part of his strength, as the ele- 
ment that makes it a rule to vote for 


the winner, is now being divided up and 


practically eliminated as a factor in the 
election. 

“One great trouble I have had to en- 
counter has been in the fact that even 
in counties and communities in every 
section of the state where I wa3 par- 
ticularly strong my friends in these 
counties and communitiés, misled by the 
newspapers, just assumed that conditions 
with them were exceptional and that I 
had no strength elsewhere and stood no 
chance for the nomination. Through 
the intelligent traveling men of the state, 
very many of whim are my active sup- 
porters, and otherwise by intercommuni- 
cation among the people of the state, 
this impression has been very largely re- 
moved, and my real strength is now be- 
coming well known throughout the state. 

“Another very damaging and false im- 
pression has been made upon the people. 
by unfrfendly newspapers und politi- 
clans, namely, that I am’ going about 
over the state abusing everything and 
everybody generally and Mr. Terrell espe- 
cially. Many of my friends have been 


utterly misled. To give an illustration: 
When I concluded my speech at Greenes- 
boro, a friend of mine there asked me if 
I had made the same speech at Conyers, 
and when I told him I had and certainly 
80 in so far as alleged abuse was con- 
cerned, he was ntterly surprised, as the 
impression had been made upon him that 
my speech on the former occasion 

a mere tirade. Of course, the purpope 
of all thes misrepresentation is to excite 
prejudice against nge and sympathy for 
Mr. Terrell. I do state tacts and con- 
ditions and discuss records .and positions 
very directly and very plainly, but with- 
I epithets, accusations or denuncia- 

ons."’ 


NO OPPOSITION FOR REID. 

ON. C. S. REID, of Palmetto, repre- 

sentative from Campbell county, was 
in the’city yesterday. Mr. Reid is a 
brother of Judge H. M. Reid, presiding 
officer of the city court of Atlanta, and 
is, like his distjnguished brother, one of 
the ablest and most popular lawyers in 
the state. 

His service during the two sessions of 
the last legislature was characterized by 
diligent ‘attention to day, and, while con- 
servative in action and not given to fre- 
quent speeches, his occasional arguments 
were ¢gloquent and convincing. His ap- 
pearance in debate was always the signal 
for undivided attention from the house. 

It is understood that Mr. Reid will be 
returned to the legislature. No opbosi- 
tion has developed against him from any 
section of his home county.
